A 
priest stood at his side as the rope was 
being put around his neck. 
I he con­ 
demned man had consented to this at 
the last moment. 
K etchum declined to 
make a speech. 
Ho muttered: 
‘-Goodbye,” he then said. 
“ Please 
dig my grave 
very 
deep,” aud 
as 
the cap was drawn over his face shout­ 


ed: 
“ Let her go.” 
H is legs trembled but his nerve did 
not fail. 
A t 1:21 p. rn. the drop was 
sprung, the body shot through the trap 
and the head was torn from the trunk 
by the tremendous jerk. 
The head re- 
mamed in the sack aud fell into the pit. 
The body dropped to the ground quiv­ 
ering aud bleeding. 
Some men groaned 
and others turned aw ay unable to en­ 
dure the sight. 
For a few seconds the 
body w as allowed to lie there half 
doubled up on its right side w ith the 
blood issuing in an interm ittent stream 
from the several arteries as the heart 
kept on w ith its mechanical beating. 
Then the officers rushed down from the 
scaffold aud lifted the body from the 
ground. 
Dr. Slack pronounced life ex- 


tinct w ithin a few minutes. 
The result showed that the drop of 
seven feet w ith the ruuniug noose was 
too great for so heavy a man as Ketch- 
nm, who w eighed about Id) pounds.
